All  of  the  names  on  this  granite  stone 
will  stand  forever  to  remind  us  that  the  freedom  we  enjoy 
today  came  at  a  very  high  price." 

"May  this  memorial  stand  like  a  sentinel  on  duty 
to  remind  us  that  those  who  came  before  us  and  gave 
their  full  measure  did  not  die  in  vain,"  Chairman  St.  Jean 
continued.  "Therefore  we  dedicate  this  memorial  to  those 
brave  men  and  women  who  made  the  supreme  sacrifice 
during  World  War  II.  We  are  forever  grateful  for  their 
bravery  and  devotion  both  to  their  families  and  to  our 
country.  Through  this  memorial  they  will  forever  be 
remembered  by  the  citizens  of  Acushnet." 

The  tall  granite  memorial  was  then  unveiled  to 
reveal  the  names  of  the  fifteen  Acushnet  residents  who 
gave  their  lives  for  their  country  during  the  war:  Henry 
Alberski,  Arthur  Bemado,  Edmond  P.  Cusson,  Leroy  T.  H. 
Ellis,  Ernest  Frates,  Roger  Lapage,  Theodore  Laycock, 
Thomas  McGrath,  Antonio  Magalhaes,  Albert  Poirier, 
Thomas  Turtle,  Antonio  M.  Pontes,  Daniel  Szpotowski, 
Maurice  D.  Goudreau,  and  Joseph  H.  Booker  Jr. 

The  monument  was  crafted  by  the  Tootel 
Monument  Works  Company  of  New  Bedford  and  was 
erected  outside  of  Town  Hall  by  members  of  the  Acushnet 
Department  of  Public  Works.  Selectmen  Chairman  St.  Jean 
noted  that  the  funding  for  the  monument  —  which  was 
less  than  $1,000  —  would  be  taken  out  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen's  account.

On  the  agenda  at  7:30  pm,  the  board  met  with 
John  Decas  from  the  Decas  Cranberry  Bog  Company 
regarding  the  water  withdrawal  application  he  has 
submitted.  Mr.  Decas  came  before  the  board  to  express  his 
strong  disapproval  of  a  letter  written  by  Herring  Inspector 
William  D.  Watling.  The  letter  stated  how  upset  Mr. 
Watling  was  in  the  fact  that  if  the  new  cranberry  bogs  are 
built  they  will  affect  the  water  and  supply  and  the 
herring.  Mr.  Decas  expressed  great  concern,  saying  "He 
has  never  been  on  my  property  to  ask  my  intentions  or 
opinions.  I  am  absolutely  shocked  (that)  he  would  write 
such  a  unilateral  letter  that  would  affect  us." 

Mr.  Decas  asked  several  questions  of  the  board, 
looking  for  anyone  who  could  provide  answers.  First,  he 
asked  what  evidence  Mr.  Watling  had  of  the  herring 
suffering  because  of  his  new  bog  plan.  Then  he  asked  the 
board  if  this  is  how  they  actually  feel,  since  the  Selectmen 
don't  have  jurisdiction  over  the  Herring  Inspector,  or  if 
this  is  solely  the  personal  feelings  of  Mr.  Watling.  Finally, 
Mr.  Decas  asked  why  an  elected  town  official  would 
comment  on  surrounding  towns  becoming  affected  by 
this  when  they  do  not  even  own  and  operate  cranberry 
bogs  in  Marion  and  Mattapoisett. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  informed  Mr.  Decas  that 
the  Herring  Inspector  —  though  affiliated  with  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  —  is  a  separate  entity,  and  anything  that 
may  happen  as  a  result  of  the  position  and  anyone  who 
holds  it  does  not  necessarily  reflect  the  ideas  or  feelings  of 
the  board.

•  A  letter  from  Fire  Chief  Scott  Ashworth 
regarding  the  acceptance  of  section  20F  of  the  Conflict  of 
Interest  Law.  Chief  Ashworth  is  concerned  about  fire 
fighters  holding  duel  jobs  within  the  town.  Currently,  the 
Fire  Department  has  four  call  fire  fighters,  three  of  which 
are  also  EMT's  who  work  full-time  within  the  Highway 
Department.  After  speaking  with  the  State  Ethics 
Commission,  Chief  Ashworth  was  informed  that  this 
situation  would  not  be  a  problem  since  the  Town  of 
Rochester  falls  under  certain  criteria.  That  criteria 
includes  a  population  of  under  35,000  residents,  that  there 
are  currently  no  full-time  employees  that  devote  all  time 
to  just  to  Fire  Department  duties,  and  a  positive  vote  from 
the  Board  of  Selectmen.  The  four  employees  that  would 
fall  under  this  exception  would  be  Jeffrey  Eldridge, 
Robert  Laferriere,  Greg  Weigel,  and  Richard  Malatesta.

Acushnet  Elementary  School  and  Ford  Middle  School 
with  a  100-watt  street  light  across  the  street  from  its 
present  location.  According  to  Ms.  Raposa,  this  matter 
was  approved  by  the  board  back  in  May.  But  Selectman 
Hardy  was  reluctant  to  approve  the  installation  of  a  larger 
light  since  Town  Meeting  voters  approved  $1,000  for  the 
installation  of  70-watt  street  lights  only.

The  board  agreed  to  ask  Safety  Officer  Paul  Melo 
to  come  in  next  week  to  discuss  the  need  for  a  larger 
wattage  light  near  the  schools. 

Under  incoming  correspondence  for  the  week,  the 
board  received  a  request  from  Nine  Island  Restaurant  to 
extend  their  operating  hours  to  1:00  am  on  New  Year's 
Eve  (December  31).  The  establishment's  license  presently 
requires  them  to  close  at  12:00  midnight.  The  board  noted 
that  by  extending  their  hours  they  could  have 
entertainment  (music)  until  12:30  am,  serve  drinks  until 
1:00  am,  would  have  to  clean  up  the  bottles  and  glasses  by 
1:15  am,  and  have  everyone  leave  the  premises  by  1:30 
am.  All  these  regulations  are  clearly  spelled  out  in  their 
All- Alcoholic  Beverage  License  approved  by  the  Alcoholic 
Beverage  Control  Commission  (ABCC).

alleged  safety  hazards  at  the  Acushnet  Town  Hall  and  a 
"possible  conspiracy  to  hide  such  by  myself,  the  Building 
Commissioner,  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen."  Among 
Chief  Cote's  findings: 

•  The  upstairs  hall  should  not  be  used  for 
document  storage; 

•  All  paper  recycling  bins  should  be  replaced 
with  metal  covered  containers; 

•  Cleaning  supplies  are  being  stored  behind  a 
door  in  hallway  on  second  floor; 

•  Area  under  basement  stairs  on  South  Main 
Street  side  is  being  used  to  store  old  ceiling  tiles; 

•  Electrical  box  cover  missing  in  basement 
hallway  at  foot  of  east  side  stairway; 

•  Records  are  being  stored  in  front  of  electrical 
sub-panel  in  basement;  and 

•  Exit  lights  and  emergency  lights  in  basement 
need  to  be  moved  because  of  the  additional  rooms  that 
were  built  in  the  basement  have  affected  the  line  of  sight. 

Selectman  Hardy  was  concerned  that  the 
anonymous  complaint  suggested  they  were  trying  to  hide 
something.  "I  don't  think  there's  a  conspiracy  to  hide 
anything  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the 
Building  Inspector,  or  Fire  Chief,"  he  said.  "I  think  we 
should  bring  Chief  Cote  and  Mr.  Lyonnaise  in  here  to 
discuss  these  alleged  violations." 

But  Selectman  Koczera  felt  they  needed  to  take 
action  immediately  to  let  the  state  know  they  were 
working  to  correct  the  problems.  "We  should  address 
these  issues  right  away/'  he  said.

According  to 
Mr.  Souza,  the  Tibbetts  Engineering  Corporation 
completed  their  engineering  plans  to  make  the  sidewalks 
handicapped-accessible  along  South  Main  Street,  however 
the  plans  must  now  conform  to  new  standards  adopted 
on  October  8, 1997.  These  additional  modifications  to  the 
design  will  cost  another  $7,170. 

Mr.  Souza  wanted  to  know  if  this  money  could  be 
transferred  from  the  Reserve  Fund  so  the  project  could 
continue  without  delay.  "If  we  get  a  grant,  we'll  be 
golden,"  he  said.  "But  if  not,  we'll  need  the  additional 
$7,000." 

Selectman  Koczera  suggested  they  might  ask 
grant  writer  Sharon  Gay  to  see  if  she  could  drum  up  some 
funding  for  the  project.  In  the  meantime,  the  board 
advised  Mr.  Souza  to  submit  a  transfer  request  to  the 
Finance  Committee  (FinCom)  in  light  of  the  unforeseen 
nature  of  these  design  changes. 

The  Massachusetts  State  Lottery  Commission  next 
sent  notification  that  JT's  Pub  on  Slocum  Street  has  been 
approved  for  a  Keno  license  at  their  establishment.

Among  the  homes  on  this  year's  tour,  one  will 
find  the  Captain  Peleg  Gifford  house,  built  circa  1835  by 
the  prosperous  whaling  captain.  It  was  in  this  home  that 
the  wedding  of  Gifford's  daughter,  Abbie,  to  Henry 
Huttleston  Rogers  took  place  on  November  17, 1862.  After 
Rogers  became  a  multimillionaire  in  the  Standard  Oil 
Company,  Abbie  donated  the  Fairhaven  Town  Hall  to  her 
hometown,  one  of  many  benefactions  that  Fairhaven 
received  from  the  Rogers  family.  Another  home  on  the 
tour  connected  to  the  Rogers  is  a  house  that  was  once  the 
power  plant  of  H.  H.  Rogers'  mansion  near  Fort  Phoenix. 

You'll  be  able  to  tour  a  saltbox  style  home  built 
circa  1815  for  Franklin  Bates,  brother  of  the  founder  of  the 
Seventh  Day  Adventists,  Joseph  Bates.  This  home  was 
later  owned  by  Captain  Ebenezer  Pierce  who  gave  the 
sloop  Spray  to  Joshua  Slocum,  who  came  to  Fairhaven  at 
Pierce's  invitation  and  sailed  the  Spray  around  the  world 
alone  from  1895  to  1898. 

All  of  this  year's  homes  are  new  to  the  Holiday 
House  Tour  and  many  have  never  been  open  to  the 
general  public  before.  Home  owners  and  club  volunteers 
will  be  at  each  house  to  act  as  guides.  Light  refreshments 
will  be  available  at  the  Coggeshall  Memorial  House, 
home  of  the  Fairhaven  Colonial  Club.

He  sniffed  the 
old  antifreeze  and  was  going  to  drink  it.  I 
stopped  him.  Would  it  make  him  sick? 

Antifreeze  (Ethylene  glycol)  has  a  sweet 
smell  that  is,  unfortunately,  attractive  to 
dogs.  It  can  cause  kidney  failure  if  the  dog  is 
not  treated  within  4-6  hours  after  drinking 
this  poison.  If  you  see  your  dog  or  cat  drink- 
ing antifreeze,  take  him  to  your  veterinarian 
immediately.

programs  for  families  in  Marion,  Mattapoisett  and 
Rochester,  the  grant  provided  funds  to  pay  for 
accreditation  materials  and  fees,  training,  classroom 
materials  and  technical  assistance. 

Programs  seeking  accreditation  by  NAEYC 
undergo  an  intensive  self-study,  collecting  information 
from  parents,  teachers,  administrators  and  classroom 
observations.  They  receive  an  on-site  visit,  conducted  by 
early  childhood  professionals  specially  trained  by 
NAEYC,  to  validate  their  self-study  results.  All  of  this 
information  is  independently  reviewed  by  a  team  of 
national  experts  who  grant  or  defer  accreditation. 
Accreditation  lasts  for  three  years. 

Similarly,  a  candidate  in  the  CDA  process  engages 
in  an  intensive  self-study  process.  An  early  childhood 
professional  observes  the  candidate  working  with  young 
children.  The  candidate  must  also  demonstrate  the  ability 
to  work  with  families  to  develop  children's  physical  and 
intellectual  capabilities  in  a  safe  and  healthy  working 
environment.  A  written  and  oral  test  are  a  part  of  the 
process.  The  CDA  is  awarded  to  professionals  like 
Cynthia  Dawicki  in  recognition  of  outstanding  work  with 
young  children. 

The  Tri-Town  Early  Childhood  Advisory  Council 
recognizes  The  Children's  Depot,  Project  GROW,  and 
Cynthia  Dawicki  for  their  commitment  to  excellence  and 
congratulates  them  for  attaining  recognition  from  national 
professional  organizations.

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Troopers  trash  big 
bugs  in  cheesy  but 
fun  retro  sci-fi  flick

■  Starship  Troopers.  Starring  Casper  Van  Dien,  Dina  Meyer,  and 
many  large  bugs.  Directed  by  Paul  Verhoeven.  Running  time: 
129  minutes.  MPAA  rating:  R.  At  Cinema  140  in  New  Bedford. 

Starship  Troopers  is  about  Earth  vs.  big  bugs,  so  of  course 
I  loved  every  absurd  minute  of  it.  I  make  no  apology  for  that. 
Breathlessly  stupid  and  endearingly  cheesy,  this  is  the  best 
guilty  pleasure  since  Anaconda  —  if  you're  in  the  right  mood 
and  in  the  right  company.  Put  yourself  in  a  state  or  amused 
anticipation,  and  go  with  at  least  one  witty  friend  with  whom 
you  can  play  Mystery  Science  Theater  3000 ,  and  you  will  have  a 
great  trashy  time. 

A  film  that  aims  high  and  misses  can  still  be  worthwhile 
but  also  frustrating — you  think,  "It  wants  to  be  great,  but  it  just 
isn't  getting  there. '  Starship  Troopers  doesn't  want  to  be  great; 
all  it  wants  to  do  is  have  some  fun.  It  aims  low  and  hits,  again 
and  again,  with  hammering  relentlessness  and  a  steady  stream 
of  rude  sa  tire — not  to  mention  a  horde  of  stunning  CGl  critters 
that  fold,  spindle  and  mutilate  a  good  percent  or  the  hapless 
cast.  These  guys  are  hands-on  killers  for  legs-on),  and  they 
wipe  the  floor  with  the  ET's  in  the  tedious  Independence  Day. 
The  movie  is  everything  ID4  should  have  been  —  a  big,  shiny, 
straight-facedparodysooutrageously  violent  (andoutlandishly 
comy)  that  it  has  a  kind  of  moronic  purity. 

Starship  Troopers  (the  title  evokes  SS  troopers)  is  based  on 
a  1959  novel  by  Robert  A.  Heinlein — a  meat-and-potatoes  war 
story  that  happens  to  involve  starships  and  giant  bugs.  Heinlein, 
a  retired  Navy  officer,  filled  his  book  with  military  anecdotes, 
strategies,  and  ethics.  The  novel  is  nuke-'em-till-they-glow 
militaristic  pulp,  but  it's  compulsively  readable  ana  fairly 
provocative  — like  the  best  sci-fi,  it  touches  on  thorny  issues. 
The  society  is  divided  into  two  groups:  citizens  (those  who 
serve  the  government,  preferably  in  combat)  and  civilians.  If 
you  want  a  peaceful  civilian  life,  nobody  begrudges  your 
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choice;  you  just  lose  the 
right  to  vote.  Heinlein's 
point  may  be  that  as  our 
enemies  get  more  ruthless 
and  totalitarian,  so  will  we. 
As  Nietzsche  warned: 
"Battle  not  with  monsters, 
lest  ye  become  one." 

Director  Paul 
Verhoeven  and  scripter  Ed  Neumeier,  who  worked  together  on 
Verhoeven's  breakthrough  hit  RoboCop,  distill  Heinlein's  story 
intoa  heavy-metal  shoot-  em-up  with barbsof  satire.  Remember 
RoboCop's  grotesquely  insensitive  TV  clips  and  commercials? 
Starship  Troopers  is  punctuated  with  sunshiny  ads  recruiting 
fresh  young  cannon  fodder  —  JOIN  UP  NOW!  —  ana 
wonderfully  sick  commercials  in  which  smiling  soldiers 
distribute  guns  to  eager  children.  The  rest  of  the  movie  is 
equally  cartoonish,  with  swipes  from  Star  Wars  and  Aliens  so 
audaciously  blatantyou  laugh — just  asyou  laugh  ateverything 
else,  especially  when  a  stupid  civilian  muses  "Looks  like  rain 
before  the  Bugs  wipe  out  Buenos  Aires. 

Starship  Troopers  follows  young  soldier  Johnny  Rico 
(Casper  Van  Dien)  through  basic  training  in  the  hardcore 
Mobile  Infantry,  whose  motto  is  "Everybody  fights,  no  one 
quits."  Yes,  everybody:  women  fight  (and  shower)  alongside 
men  without  conflict,  harassment,  or  even  much  sexual  tension. 
In  the  book,  women  weren't  troopers;  they  were  trained  as 
starship  pilotsdue  to  their  superior  math  skills  and  coordination. 
In  the  movie,  women  fly  snips  and  fry  bugs,  but  Verhoeven 
doesn't  make  a  big  political  deal  out  of  it,  as  G.I.  Jane  did  so 
ineptly. 

The  setting  may  be  futuristic,  but  the  characters  are  out 
of  a  '50's  big-bug  movie.  The  cast  is  full  of  young  hunks  and 
babes,  mouthing  dialogue  so  corny  it's  retro-hip.  Verhoeven 
could  have  directed  them  with  a  lyric  from  Tom  Lehrer's  "The 
Hunting  Song":  "You  just  stand  there  looking  cute  /  And  if 
something  moves,  you  shoot."  The  best  line  xnStarship  Troopers 
is  delivered  by  one-armed  lieutenant  Michael  Ironside  with 
grim  intensity:  "They  sucked  his  brains  out!"  When  all  is  said 
and  done,  you  may  feel  as  if  Verhoeven  had  sucked  your  brains 
out,  too.  But  brain-sucking  has  rarely  been  so  fun.
